of  the  Sea?  If  we  talk  of  si  ,i  power,  ships  and  men.  as  hein^f  the 
mainstay  of  our  h'nipire.  we  nuist  and  do  ri-memher  that  it  was  never 
so  nece>>ary  to  maintain  as  now.  Ships  ari'  vital.  The  niiinher  of 
ships  we,  and  \merica,  can  send  will  control  the  nuinher  of  soldiers 
we  can  send.      We  cannot   support  more  men  than   we  can   feed 

What's  the  ^;ood  of  er\ii;>j  "greater  production"  if  we  cannot  yet 
It  "over  there?"  ( )ur  succi  ss  is  not  to  he  mea-^ured  hy  what  we  can 
grow  or  create  here,  in  the  I'.S.  or  in  the  I'nited  KiiiKdom.  hut  hy 
what  we  can  Ket  across  to  the  war  fronts  and  /ones.  .\11  this  is 
admitted. 

Hut  the  case  ami  circumstances  carry  Us  further.  Ships  cannot 
he  put  into  the  care  of  incompetent  and  ine\perieiiced  crews,  if  even 
of  the  ki'liiey  and  spirit  of  our  race.  .\  matih  struck  in  the  suh- 
marine  zone  at  iiiKht  aKainst  orders  might  occasion  the  loss  of  crew 
and  ship  and  all  of  her  "greater  production"  cargo.  Lazy  or  inelVi- 
cient  tiremen  might  occasion  the  same  catastrophe  I  he  sulimarine 
is  watching  for  lights  and  laggards,  livery  ship  carrying  a  win-the- 
war  cargo  should  he  etticiently  olficered  and  manned,  and  should  not, 
I  think,  he  considered  as  private  property  in  war  time.  She  is  as 
much  "military  resources"  as  an  ammunition  train.  Do  we  run 
ammunition  trains  as  a  private  enterprise  with  a  proht  string 
attached?  Why  e.xjiose  our  greater  production  efToit;  our  volun- 
teer and  drafted  soldier  servici-;  our  food  conservation  scheme;  our 
whole  national  patriotic  policy  of  win-the-war  assistance  tfi  such 
risks  and  chances?  Wny  have  a  policy,  a  plan,  for  everything  hut 
the  Sea  Service  and  the  Seaman?  Is  it  not  the  time  of  all  times, 
with  the  glorious  self-sacrilicing  example  hefore  the  nation  and  the 
world  of  our  Royal  Navy  and  Mercantile  .Marine,  to  iiisi-.t  that  the 
day  of  requitenient  is  here;  that  today  is  the  day  for  a  policy  which 
will  invite  and  recruit  for  the  Sea.  to  hold  the  power  we  have  there 
The  foundation  must  he  laid  now  on  a  hasis  of  discipline,  good  pay 
and   educative   assistance   to   promotion.
